Assessing for Water. 

TERMINAL ISLAND (Los Ange- 
les) August Editor Times: 
The Public Service Commission in 
the Los Angeles Times of July 31 re- 
porta that they see no other way out, 
speaking of the San Pedro shortage 
of water, except to assess the San 
Pedro and Terminal Island taxpayers 
for a system to furnish these pojnta. 
These taxpayers are and will be for 
@ long time to come, taxed to pay for 
the Owen's River project. Theat these 
people are to be specially taxed again 
looks like putting it on plenty. 

If the city actually does this it is 
doubly unfair. Climate, I presume to 
say, ie@ the greatest asset to Los An- 
geles and the harbor is next. We are 
spending some millions to develop 
and put it in first-class condition— 
mark you, first-class condition. Now 
right here ls a mighty peculiar part 
of it. There has not been a cent or 
a dollar provided to furnish water. 
How does the honorable body expect 
to have a harbor without an abun- 
dance of fresh water for the ships 
that come there? There has never 
been a word said in print about run- 
ning a pipe line of Owen's River 
water to the harbor. The board, how- 
ever, upon the least rumor will go to 
Santa Monica or any place where 
they want to buy water, but not a 
word about the harbor. 

Water is being carried in tank-cars 
to furnish ships at Terminal Island 
decks. The water is drawn out of the 
little pipe by ships and milis until 
the families on Terminal are often 
without any water. When such is 
the case the families are helpless 
and the ships use tank-cars. It is, 
we believe, a fact that the commerce 
of our harbor wil! increase rapidly 
from now on. The city will be bullt 
to the harbor. Two thousand inches 
of Owen's River water will be 
needed on the way and at the great 
port. Now right here is where I 
want to ask the taxpayers of the city 
of Los Angeles if they will stand to 
see San Pedro and Terminal! Island 
taxpayers assessed to pay for a water 
system to furnish the Los Angeles 
harbor with water. It would be ex- 
treme if it were for domestic use and 
manufacturing, but to ferce these 
taxpayers to furnish a system to 
furnish the ships and commerce com- 
ing into this port is unreasonabie, un- 
fair and unbusinessiike. Much more 
might be said.
